INSTRUCTIONS: 1. Print all requested information in pencil in plain and legible English.  Include the name and complete 
address of each member of the camping party.  Use additional Camp Registration Cards if 
necessary. 

2. Post this card prominently at the campsite before making camp and leave posted upon 
departure when camping on State-owned land other than State Parks, Recreation Areas, State 
Forest Campgrounds or State Game Area Campgrounds.  DO NOT post on a motor home, 
camper or trailer; post elsewhere on camping site. 

3. Leave this card in campsite at departure.
